Torab is anxious to 
resist to the bitter end, the utter hclp- 
lesaaess of bolding out against u siege 
by land and sea must be forcing itself 
upon him. His losses have been heavy. 
Tlie reinforcements upon which he was 
counting bnve not arrived. General 
Pnndo has left him in Uic lurch and it 
is understood is niakiug has way across 
the country to IIuvuuu. The food sup- 
ply in Santiago is low and it is under- 
stood that the amniuuitiou is nnininf 
short. Tlie American jiosition iy heinjr 
strengthoiicd hourly. 

The cable operators who left Santiaco 
yesterday have been sent back in order 
that Geueriil Torab niay be able to coui 
niunicate freely with tJeiioral Blanco 
and tho. Madpij soverinueat. The pros- 
pects for the eii|)itulation of Santiago 
without further fishtiiiK grow each hour 
of tlie day. The ArcUbisIiop of Suntiugo 
has appealed to General Blanco to" sur- 
render the city. 

General Shatter's lieadquarterss, July 
G (via Kingston, Jamaica). — The French 
and Portiifiiiese consuls have hud u con 
ference looking to the relief of the refu 
gees from Santiago de Onba. They t'all 
ed on General Sbafter this morning, and 
reported that the exiles were wholly dcs 
titute and boj^jrod for American aid, 
The General |)roniise<l to afford the refu 
Kces a limited daily supjjly of food at 
ICl Caiiey and other towns in Spanish 
territory where they get nothing from 
Spain. 

The consuls were very guarded in their 
references to ijie .situation at. Santiago 
but they painted it worse than reported 
by the refugees. They claimed the gar- 
rison only numbered i),000 men. This is 
doubtful, as General Pando is reported 
to have arrived with 5,000. The hos- 
pital conditions of the American army 
are improving. Forty ambulances are 
now in service and there are many emp- 
ty tents. ■ The injured are nearly all at 
Jurngua. Tim lieailQuartcrs hospital 
has been cleared in expectation of the 
next assault. 

The number of siol; is increasing rai>- 
idly. There are 100 cases in tlio invalid 
hoHpitnl, jiriueipjilly diarrhoea and low 
fevers. The ofilcers hope for a speedy 
termination of the siege before the rav- 
ages of the cliuiate and disease. 

El Cancy, July (i.— ('J p.m.)— ^Ma King- 
ston.— General Sliaftor explainwl to the 
consuls yesterday the impossibility of 
ca.riiig for the jx'oplt. out of army sup- 
plies, bu'. he liid si)ai-e some rations which 
Were given out lust night to the women 
and feeble old men. To-day Miss Clara 
Barton, with George Keenan, of the Ked 
Gross Society, offered to provide .5,000 
rations if General Shafter would help 
them. After ccQsnltattoa with the French 
consul General Shatter agreed to do so. 

The first piiel: train arrived at two 
o'clock this aftejiioou and was unloaded 
in the village K(iiiare amid the clamoring 
cries of thousmiiJs. 'J'lie better classes

It ap- 
l>ears likely that some arrangements can 
be made to get them out of the country. 
A few of the best Spanish families came 
to El Caney, but many ' preferred 1o 
-shiu-e the fortunes of war, while others 
went off northward to San Luis and oth- 
er places where Ihey have viilas and 
estates. It is probable that all except 
some of the younger men who Hod with 
the women and children will bo given 
something to eat before night, but how 
long lluH relief can bi? exteniled is prob- 
lematical. Many of course will be driven 
to the woods and be forced to subsist ui>- 
on mangoes and otlicr fruit. 

BLOCKADE RUNNEr"oA-UGHT. 

A Little Schooner Taken After Her 
Crew Escaiicd to Shore, 

Key West, F^.Tjuly 7.— While the 
Eagle was on the blockading route 
Tuesday ill the vicinity of the Isle or 
Finos on the South Cuban coast and was 
keeping a vigilant lookout for blockadG 
dropped her anchor and those aboard 
live miles out and immediately gave 
chase. The schooner ran until about a 
(inartcr (jf a mile from shore when she 
dropped her anehoi- and those aboad 
stejipiMl over her side and swam ashore. 

Ensign Boyce and crew of eight men 
from the Eagle were sent in a small boat 
to board the spliooner. They found her 
deserted and ^vhile examining her w-ere 
fired UQon by her crew from the beach. 
Several rifle shots weht through the 
schooner's sails but no one was injured. 
The Eagle drew closer and sent half a 
dozen shots from her six-poundors, 
whereupon the Spaniards disap^)eared. A 
prize crew brought her here. 



SPAIN AT LAST WEAKENING. 

Sngasta is for Pence, But Fears Military 
Kcsentniont at Capitulation. 

London, July 7.— The Madrid corres 
pondeut of the Time ssays: ''Tbo Span- 
ish people received the terrible blow of 
the loss of the fleet with wonderful .self- 
possession and calm dignity. All the 
popular festivals, even the bull lighls, 
have been postponed, but there is no sign 
of panic or even flurry. The people liiu] 
consolation in a conviction of military 
strength and are pleased at the semi- 
oflieial reports that (Jenenil lihinco has 
been ordered to send reinforcements to 
Santiago. 

The government seems undecided as to 
vhat courst to pursue. Senor Siigasta'a 
statement that the government desires 
to know the opinion of the army in 
Cuba on the loss of the fleet represents 
an important feature of the situation. 
It is the general belief in military circles 
that anything like capitulation would 
create a dangerous exhibition in the army 
in Cuba. Senor Sngnsta probably favors 
peace, but the government wants time 
for rellection. 



EXPEDITION TO SPAIN. 

It May End in I'ursuit of Caranrn if 
JIadrid Docs Not Seek^ Peace. 

Washington, July 7,— The President 
called a council of war to-daj' to meet at 
tlie White House for the purpose of re- 
viewing the situation and learning exact- 
ly what present conditions are and what 
changes should be made in the plans for 
the future'conduct of the war. .\ccoriiiag 
to one of the members it was decided to 
abide by the plans already laid, at least 
as to the general conduct of the cam- 
paign. 

Confirmation scemtrd to have been 
given to this statement later In the day 
when after a codferenee with the mem- 
bers of the. board Secretary Long an- 
nounced that he had ordered Admiral 
Sampson to detach from his own com- 
mand immediately the vessels to be em- 
braced in Commodore Watson's eastern 
squadron and to advise the Commodore 
to jiroceod on bis mission. The ves- 
sels of the squailron will not be the same 
us those originally selected for the rea- 
son probably that the recent engage- 
ment witli Cerverii's s(jUii(lron neeessi- 
tiites some changes. 

The new eastern squadron will consist 
of the battleships Iowa and Oregon, the 
protected cruiser Newark, and the aux- 
iliar.v cruisers carrying side armor, Dixie, 
Yankee and Yosemite, the e(dliers Aver- 
cnd. Cassias, Caesar, Leon and .lustin 
and the sujiidy boat Delmonico. Tlic 
ships are to sail as soon as they can 
coal and supply. 

The orders provide that each ship shall 
made her way across the Atlantic to a 
marine rendesvous, whichi will be desig 
nated in sealed orders to prevent its cx 
posure to the slightest, .passible danger 
from the enemy, and the most that is 
known is that it will be at some point 
off the Spanish coast.

The Futnre Attitude of 
Burgcnts. 

Not a few men In Congress nnd con- 
nected with the ndnilulstratlon are begin- 
ning to be worried by the attitude of the 
Cuban Insurgents, who have grown Indo- 
lent, even toward the United States gov- 
ernment, now that they have got ns fairly 
Involved In a war. From various sources 
tho adrulnlBtratlon receives dally evidences 
that every word of warning given to con 
gross and the president before the war 
began as to the need which would arise of 
snppresslng them after expelling the 
.Spaniards, was true, and that the half has 
not been told. There can no longer be anv 
doubt that the so-ealled government o'f 
the Insurgents has In view a campaign of 
reprisal as soon as It can get the upper 
hand of the Bpanlsli ruling class. Wo shall 
then see the same iiroscriptlve measures 
adoi)ted In Cuba which forced all the loy- 
alists out of the Kouth Amerk-an republics 
In the early tiO's. Here It will be neces- 
sary for us to Interfere with a strong band 
nnd make the Cubans understand that we 
can no more.^ tolerate oppression when ex- 
ercised by them than when they are Its 
vletiniB. All this makes the mncli-ai)- 
plauded Teller aniendnient, " diselalniing 
nny disposition or Intention to exerel.-K' 
sovereignty, jurisdiction or control over 
said Island," a trille embarrassing. Fortu 
nalely the amendment contains a feu- 
ciuallfylng cbuises, which mav lie broad 
enough to admit of our completing the 
work upon which we have entered, even If 
«e have to put Bonio ovcr-cnthuslastic 
local patriots under discipline In order to 
do It. 

It Is part of the iiresidpiit's programme 
still, as It was at llio outset, to let the 
people of Cuba decide for tliemselvps, bv 
an untrammcled vote, under what form o'f 
government they desire to live: but he Is 
beginning to have grave doubts whether be 
will be able to take a fair and truly repre- 
sentative popular vote, with the rebel 
leaders asserting their control as successors 
to the Spaniards. These are among the 
eimslderatlons whieb make the president 
somewhat Impatient of the criticism which 
condonins his plan for having a large annv 
of occupation ready to follow the armv of 
invasion and take clinrge of Cuba after It 
has been surrrendered into our hands If 
tin critics will face the situation honestiv 
and show the president a better wav out o'f 
It, they will confer a great favor upon him 
Another subject wddeh is giving the ad- 
ndnlstratlon mueli nnxlety just, now Is rlie 
condition of tilings In the Philippines. 
IJowey has done, uucpiestlonably, nil that 
any niun In his place could do, nnd more 
than many others would have done. In 
holding tho bahineo cnunbly poised be- 
tween the Insurgent savages nnd the civil- 
Ized Spanish encniv. Whether he will he 
strong enough' to maltaln this status till 
relief can reach him. Is a question; but 
after that, Oen"rai Meriitt will have con- 
fronting him a serloiiH problem, nnd the 
fni'tors with wlileh he must \vorl; it out 
are dltTio-ent nnd more perplexing than 
those which offer themselves in Cuba 
wliere at nny rate the native people liuvo 
1 eea In touch witii Clirlstendom for several 
generations. The disquieting effect of the 
dlscuKsion of these questions is seen In the 
unwiliingness of some of the Jlngooa in 
congress to talk of tlieiu, nnd their disposi- 
tion to dismiss them with a wave of the 
band as things which can be left to taKe 
care of themselves as they arise. In the 
cabinet they are a subject of constant 
thought.— N. Y. Post.

Why 
have they b"en lost sight of? Why is it 
that no one has ventured to bring them 
to the light of day and asU the people 
to endorse them?

ccnicerna of the Unitod States is to seize 
upon the control of the tratllc of this 
province, "^^'e know that the ambition of 
the Unitod States cities is to become 
the ceutros of supply for British Co- 
lumbia. Wo hiive experienced during 
the lust year the tremendous character 
of this American rivalry, and wo can 
make up our minds that as .sun} ns the 
sun will tiae to-morrow, if Joseph Mar- 
tin and his colleagues are entrnsteil 
with power, just so sure will there 
be a battle to the death in this province 
for the control of its trade. Upon one 
thing our nnibitious neighbors to the 
south are <leterniined: it is that thoy 
shall control the business of this north- 
west coast. It is a prize well worth 
striving for. It is something for which 
the great transiiortatlon comjianies conlil 
well afford to expend thousands upon 
thousands of dollars. They are detci^ 
mined to have it if thoy can get it. Thoy 
are determined to make Victoria, and 
N'anconver, ami Nelson, and Uossland 
tributary to St. Paul, Spokane and Se- 
attle. Thoy are determined that the 
groat development of British Oolumhin 
shall pour wealth into thi> coffers of foi-- 
eign i.'orporations i:ui\ foreign merchants, 
II nd thc.v will find in .Joseph Martin ii 
tool ready to do their bidding. Wo do 
not say that he is put forward expressly 
by this American coniliiiiation, bi>cause 
we have no direi't proof upon which to 
sn|)i)ort such an assertion; but we do 
say that by his own confession his sym- 
liatliios are with the Unitod States. Wo 
do say that Ihore stands sworn evidiMice 
against him, which — if believed — proves 
him ,>:uilty of corruption. Wo do say 
that the opposition campaign was begun 
with an nrraignnient of the government 
for refusing to jday into the bands of 
nil American railway corporation. \V 
do say that every nerve is being strained 
by merchants and ^ transportation com' 
pauies tg the south of us to secure the 
trade of the province. And if the voters 
of British Columbia infer from this that 
the success of the opposition and the 
proniiership of Joseph Martin mean the 
I)re|)onderance of American inlluonco in 
British Colnnibia, they are not likely to 
be very far astray.

'■.run KUCKLI3 CASK. 

There was only one case presented to 
the legislature during the Inst term in- 
volving an.v rcflertion upon the managc- 

n.ent of the Crown lands riepartment 
and tlial was the case of the .Messrs 
Knckle Bros. \'ery much was made of 
this question by the opposition in tin 
binise, nnd especially by Jlr. Donald 
Crahain, in whose constituency the case 
arose. Very nun-h more was made of 
it in the oiiposition pros.s, which for 
many months consecutively used it us the 
piece do resistance of their political bnn- 
qnot. During the present campaign, Mr. 
Crahain has brought the matter up in 
East Yale; one or more of the opposi- 
tion candidates in Victoria has referred 
to it, and we suppose it has been more 
or- less spokiMi of in other parts of the 
lirovincc. 

Theri> are tliri>e ways known to British 
law whereby wrongs done may bo right- 
ed. One is by investigation by inetins 
of a coininittee of the house; another 
is by discussion on thc! Iloors of the 
house, and the third is i}y way of litiga- 
tion in the courts. The Messrs. Ruckle 
employed these throe means. The com- 
mittee of the bouse, after faking a large 
amounl of evidence, reported that every- 
thing had been regularly done in the 
premises. The lioiisi' its<dr, after an 
animnted discussion, volid that tliere 
was nothing wrong in the trans- 
action. The law suit which was 
instituted against. Miss Davey 
and Jlr. 10. M. .TohnstMi has been dis- 
missed. The case against ^[r. .lohnson 
uas dismissed in Victoria nearly, if not 
iiuite, a year ago, and the case against 
Miss Davey was called for trial in tho 
last session of the court in Nelson and 
the plaintiffs not appearing, was dis- 
missed with costs. The failure of the 
plaintiffs to appear is the dearest pos- 
sible jiroof that they thoniselvcs recog- 
nized that they had no case. Now 
since this matter has been dealt with 
in the three ways in which such ques- 
tions can be brought up, nnd on each 
occasion the docision has been against 
the claim on acccnint of whii.'h the gov- 
ernment 1ms been assailed, we think that 
it may be taken as completely eliminat- 
ed from the political field, and that tho 
claim so persistently iiiiule that Jlessrs, 
IJucWe Bros, have been mis-nsed by the 
t'ovoriimont will no longer be advanced 
by any representative of tho opposition 
-much less be entertained by any of 
the electors. 



SErARATtON NOT ANNEXATION. 

Ill the Times of \\'ednesday night 
there was a letter in which an (.'Ifort was 
made to excuse Joseph Martin's annexa- 
timilst proclivities by reference to what 
tcok place in this province in tho early 
days of confederation. Especial mention 
was made of the fact that on tho oc- 
casion of Lord Dufferiu's visit an arch 
was erected bearing the legend, "Oamar 
von tornm or Separation." ' Tho roforenco 
is not a happy one for tho opposition, bo- 
cause it is n well-known fact tluit the 
men, who caused tlie erection of the arch 
in question, are foremost in the support 
of the party which now seeks to iihico 
.\niiexii fionist .Martin in the premiership, 
lint we note that even then the cry was 
not for annexation, but for separation 
from the Dominion. It is not impossible 
to <'c)ii(eivo circnmstanci's under which 
any one of the provim.'es might desire 
to cut itself loose from thc confederation. 
Tlio essence of thc confederation com- 
pact is good faith, 'nnd if this is not kept 
with llie provitices by the federal govern- 
ment, it Avonld not only be perfectly con- 
Htltutionnl, but it would be the patriotic 
anty.''pf,(the ^.wji»le^o?, ajij; proviiiee, thiit 



felt itself oppressed, to present its griev- 
ances to tho British parliament and seek 
for redress, even going to the length of 
asking a dissplution of the union. This 
\vas substantially -,'the position taken by 
tho Boparationlsts at'the time referred to. 
It was taken by New Brunswick at the 
litiio tho school (piostion was acute there. 
British Columbia, or Prince Edward 
Island, or Nova Scotia, or any other 
province in the confederation, might bo 
restored to its original status of an in- 
dopendciit colony without affecting the 
dominion of Great Britain in North Aiu- 
orica. A man iniiy be a perfectly loyal 
subject of the crown and yet believe it 
wouhl bo better it the confodoratioii wore 
segregated into tho provinces of which 
it originally eoiiHisto<l, but he is not n 
loyal subject of tho crown, who avows 
himself— as Jo.scph Martin did — an out 
and-out aiinosulionlst. Neither is a man 
a loyal subject' if ho says— as .Toseph 
JIartin says— that annexation is to bi' 
regarded as a means of avoiding friction 
between the provinces and the central 
government. Thc distinction is broad, 
and it is also a constitutional distinction. 
It is one wdni-h ought never to be lost 
sight- of. ^^■itllin the Empire it is pos 
sible to (ditain redress of all grievances 
It is not necessary, and it will never be 
necessary to look to a foreign land for as- 
sisti'./ic to right any .vrongs which may 
1)(? put upon us by tlie federal guvern- 
ment. To hold the contrary is to instil 
poison into the minds of the people. 

We protest iigiiinst the introduction of 
so iiernicioiis a doctrine into the politic 
of Caniida. 'I'here has never yet ai 
pealed to the voters of Canada a man 
who distinctly avowed such a principle 
until the present election. We have 
,Jo::epli .Martin, jiut forward by tiro oppo 
syioii as the next pri.'iiiier, avowing it 
We have Col. Gregory, opposition can- 
didate in this city, stating specifically 
that he believed Mr. Martin justified 
ill what he sahl. Wo have D. W. Ilig 
gins, opposition candiuate for Es(iuimalt 
sitting upon a platform iind applauding 
Mr. Martin's view. AVe have the oppo- 
sition candidates all over tho province 
de(dining to reimdiate it. In view of 
this, is it not the dut-.v of every loya! 
]>ritish subject in British Colnnibia to 
cast his vole against these caudidafr 
We think that there will be only one 
answer to this (piostion and that will be 
an afllrniative one, and that the election 
will show tliaf there is no place in British 
C'olumlii.T politics for men who declare 
thonisolves I'luiexationists or who regard 
annexation as a remedy for evils arising 
within the Dominion.

Higgins, at tliat 
time Speaker, lobbied most diligently 
for the bill.

'I'o-dai 
it is told ill more iiupresisve detail by 
two of tlie ablest of JCnRlisb war co 
respondents, who were with llio Sirdar 
araiy. The main featiuvs of tlie ac- 
count which follows are lakoii from llu 
rejiort of t!. W. Stecvcns of the Daily 
Blail, whose descriptions of American 
life duriiif,' tlio 18!Ki caiapaif,'ii and of the 
loco-'l'urkisli war u year i\\n> have made 
bis -worlc faniiliiir. Mr, Steereiw writes: 

"Now the sun rose behind up,' and the 
men rose, too, and we had arrived. Geii' 
,oral Hunter had led tlie four brigades 
in the half light to within 200 ynrUs of 
ithe e.vnct positions they Avere to take in 
•the acliqu. Now, tu<>, say tlie whole 
.army— rijjlit of us, McDonald's rifibt 
diiui. anaiu, Jlaxwell's; to our left rear, 
Lewis'; in support, for nwiiy leftward of 
ithcni, the gray squadrons of tlie caval 
ry. The word caiiu' and the men sprans 
aiji; ut one iniimlst', in one superb sweep, 
the 12,000 nioii aiuvod bjrw.nrd toward 
the enemy. All KiiKlaiul and all IOf,'ypt 
and llie llovver of the hlacli lauils be 
.yond, ]{irnuuj,h:nn ami the West llifjli 
lands, tlie balf-roKcncra ted children (if 
■llu; eartli's earliest civilization and i,'riii 
'fling savas^es from the ullerinost sw.imps 
of l'J(|U:itoria, iiuiscic and maciiiiiery, 
lord and lariiUia, Italliol and the Hoard 
jicbool, tlie Sirdar's brain and the eaaiel's 
liaek, all welded into one — the awf'-il war 
inacbiiie went forward into action. 

"We could see their po-sition quite 
well by now— the iisnal river Cringe of 
Kiiiy-^'reeii palms meeting tlie usual 
di'K.t-rt fringe of yellow, gray niiiiiosa 
And the smoke gray line In front of it 
Jill must be their" famous zariba.

'■.\(iw, from the horse battery and one 
lixed balti-ry on tlie rinlil, and from two 
diatlcrie.< of Ma.xini-Xorileiifoldts on the 
left, just to the vik'ht fr(mt of the Ibit 
ish, belched a rapid, hut unhurried, resa 
diir, relentless slinwer of destruetion. The 
round j/ra.v clouds from shell, the round 
whifu iiufls from shrapiiel, Uighted down 
tntetliodiciilly, and alighted on every part 
tOf the zariba nnd of the bush behind. 
A fire spranj; anil swarmed lodly up th 
.dried leaves of ii palm tree; before i 
ennii another lliiii^ ii|> beside it, and then 
nnotbtr. AVhen the slielliiij; be;raii a few

And flu; Hagnara horsemen, remember- 
ing the Kuns tliat had riddled them and 
the s(|uadi-ons that had shorn throii;;h 
them thrcH? days before, fell back to cov- 
er again. But now, when it had lasted 
an liour or more, not a man showed al- 
ong the wdiolc^ line, nor yet a spot of 
rifle smoke. . 

"An'hOTir a^d twenty minutes the guns 
iflpolcc and theii were silent. And now 
Uir 'the advance along the whole Iiiu>. 
.Maxwell's in^igade on llie right— 'I'wclflli, 
'Thirleentb and Ii'oiirleeiil li Soudanese

ian— bis space being conslricled, had 
lliree conlpanii's in line and three in suii- 
porl. 'Idle Hritisli bii<l tlie (Janu'roiis in 
■lie along their wliole front', Ibeii, in 
columns of their eight companies, the 
rdiieoliis on the right, tin; Se;iforlhs in 
(he centre, and tlu; Wurwicks, two com- 
panies short, on the left; their ordc:-s 
wci'e not , to advance till it was certain 
I hat the Dervish cavalry would not 
(^arge in Hank, Lewis' three battalion 
'fitigade— Third, . Fourth . .and Seventh 
Bgyptinn— was nt tliis time in square be- 
lilnd the British. ; All the artillery ac- 
companied the advunco. 

"Tlie Cauierons formeit fours and 
moved nwny to tlie left, then (ni ncd into 
Uno. They baled and w:iitc<'. fi r the 
advance. Th.ey were .shifted back a 
litOe to the riglil, then balled again, 
'ilicii a stafi' olllcer gallopeiJ furiously be- 
mud their line and sliouttnl soniiHliing in 
flie direction of the Jl.ixim battery. '.Ad- 
vance!' yelled the iMa.]or, and before tlii' 
answer "could eonie the mules were ii|> 
to the collar and the Maxims were up In 
nnd past the loft tlaiik of the Oamcrons.

"The bugb' sang out the advance. The 
pipes scrPninO|l war, afid the line started 
forward, lil^e a ruler drawn over tlm 
tussocU-brok6ni sand.

"When \vould they 
tire'y Now the line crested the ridge, 
then men knenlt down. "Volley tiring 
by sections' — and crash it came. It 
came from botli sides, too, almost the 
ame instant. Wht-t, wht-t, wht-t pipcl 
the bullet;! overhead. T.he line kiiealt 
very tirm, and aimed very steady, and 
crash, crash, crash they answered it. 

"Oh! A cry more dismiyed astoni.sh- 
nient than of pain, and a man ■was upou 
bis feet and over ou his back, and the 
bearers wore dashing in from the reui'. 
Me was dead before they touched him, 
but u'lreadj- the.v found another for the 
stretcher.

Pleasant reading 
for British Christians lati the end 
of the 19tli century. The machine 
guns, worked in comfort and's^cur- 
ity by the gallant British soldiers, 
the more intelligent, Christian and 
civilizfed white brothers of the der- 
vishes, mowed down the ct)lored 
men in heaps, ;uid all the borribli! 
iiccomi)anim(;nts of ghastly wounds 
!i.iid torn and mangled fragments of 
human bodies lending eclat to the 
proceedings when " the British and 
iigyptian troops cheered one an- 
otlii;r." We are also told there 
was great " rivalry to be first in 
the glorious race upon the dervish

Coll'ee tablets are olio of the latest addl- 
tliins to condensed foods. Oue of these 
dropped Into a cup of hot water i)roduccit 
iiulekly the breakfast coffee, aud'SbottlO be 
useful fur the picnic basket as wtll as fdi* 
the light housekeeper. 

To s|ilicc out a chilling dish service of 
crcuaied llsh, some left-over asiiuragus wi|l 
be found purtlenlarly useful. A cream 
(liessiug Is made for the lish, and the cold 
asparuKiis cut lu two-luch lengths and 
added with the cold fish. Tho two can' be 
heated through aud served- on oblipugs'. oC 
toast. . ^ . 

A simple point In dish-washing, ln|t'°one 
often overlooked, is that dishes aiid''Mtv'er 
luivlag been used for eggs should -not be 
put In hot water until the egg Is rinsed off 
hi cold or lake-warm water. It takes tliiio 
to remove egg that has been cooked onto a. 
illsli, and time Is too valuable to he luj- 
iiecess-urlly \\asted lu dlsli-washhig. 

If thi^ wiry elTect Is desired when' launder- 
ing black HwIhs muslin gowns, some hiuu- 
diesses dissolve a iinaatlty ot ijuui arable 
of the size of a walnut In two iiuurts at 
oooUed nnd blued starch. 'The gown Is- 
turned wrong-side out and dlpiicd la starch, 
then wrung out and sbnUeii hard before 
ironlns. it '{s also best to Iron- U on the 
wrong side 

It Is sometimes necessary to make a oiip 
of e'jtl'ee for a single person. Take a tnble- 
siKioiiful of colTee niul stir with pmiiaps tho 
iliuirter of Ihe white of an egg. .\dil halt 
a cup of cold water, boll, and then add h 
full Clip of boiling water. .\fter tills jsi 
put In, boll two minutes. Few cooks are 
able lo accomiillsh the ecouomicul and pnl- 
alable service of u single cup of coffee.. 

lu order to preserve the original color oiC ' 
iiai; wood It should not' be' pttmoa with 
Unseed oil, but the varnish should bo ap- 
plied directly on the new lloor. It shonltll 
not be too fat, I. e,, contain too much oil. 
A fntter varnish Is used for the lust coat. 
Linseed oil enters the wood too di-eply and 
durkiiis It, and as It heconics darker with 
utre till- lloor will get darki^r. too. V.trnlsli 
ri'iiialus more on the surface, and can,, 
tiierefore, not alTect the color so much. 

NVIien It Is ueccHsary to keep a meal hot 
for a belated comer, do not set the |)latc- 
holdlng the food In a hot oven, thus dis- 
coloring the china, as well as dr.vlng the 
feed; iiiBtend, place the iilute upon the lire 
over n pan of boiling water, covering the 
plate with a pan that will Just lit over the 
edge of the plate. 'J'he food will Jiecp hot, 
and there will be enough steam from the 
bollhig water In the lower pan to keep the 
plate moist aud prevent the contents be- 
ecnlng dried 

When line lines bcgbi to show ui'ider the 
eyes, procure a small package of Fuller's 
earth and mix It with nn ciiual gtuantlty, of:

AVben bluek luaterhils lie-in to look gray 
or rusty, briglileii them by sponging on 
the rigid side with equal parts of alcohol, 
nml water, and, while damp, Irim on the 
WTOng side. Mud will often i-ave a stain, 
wlilchinny bo removed with naphtlia after 
It lins boon allowed to bncoine thoroughly-- 
drv. lllack sllk-wnrp goods will shine as', 
tlii'v wear and expose the silk t breads; , 
this shine may he partly removed by 
spoairing with alcohol nnd water, though 
It wjli likely return. If It does, the silk' 
must be re-dyed. (.Colored cashmere, serge, ■■ 
alluitross, etc., may be cleaned by Siii'.srng- 
In a lliiid composed of one dessert siioonr .

Two of tho fleet, 
the Favorite and Hatzic, have not yet 
reported at Kyuqnot and Muhatlitz, 
tlieir respoetivo destinations, and were 
it not for the faet that many of the 
lleet Inive niade the trip in very nn- 
favorable weather and that the two nam- 
ed are slow sailers, some uneasiness over 
tlieui would be fell.
